SAIGON, South Viet Nam, 
July 20 (AP)—Thousands of 
rioters sacked Saigon’s leading 
hotel today. An anti-Communist 
demonstration intended to at- 
tract the attention of the Geneva 
conference turned into a carni- 
val of destruction.

Set Up for Atom Meeting.

which opens in Geneva Aug. 8. 

One of the two Tass corres-

Russia Revives Old Plan. 


In the course of the meet- 
ing at the Palace of Nations Rus- 
sia proposed a European secur- 
ity program described as sub- 
stantially the same as the one 
the Soviet Union presented at 
Berlin in February 1954. It pro- . 
vides for an all-Europe security 
pact — with the United States 
participating — to replace the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion and the Warsaw pact. 

The western powers argued 
again today for unification of 
Germany as the first step in 
any effective European security 
program. Russia, on the other 
hand, held to its position that 
European security should pre- 
cede German unification. 

Because of the conflict in the 
views of East and West, the Big 
Four agreed at the end of the 
session that their discussion of 
European security and unifica- 
tion had gone as far as possible 
at present. 

They instructed their foreign 
ministers to meet tomorrow to 
try to work out methods of pro- 
cedure for further discussion of

Police said there Were no 
dead in the riot, which also 
erupted at the Hotel Gallieni, a 
mile away.

At yesterday’s Big Four ses- 
sion the President directed a 
personal appeal to Zhukov to 
trust his word as a soldier that 
the United States does not in- 
tend ever to attack Russia or 
anybody else. 

Zhukov dined at the Presi- 
dent’s villa Monday night with 
the other members of the So- 
viet delegation. Nikita Khrush- 
chev, the Soviet Communist 
party chief, reportedly did most 
of the talking then. 

Had Earlier Chat. 

The President and Zhukov 
talked privately, but only briefly, 
at the refreshment buffet fol- 
lowing the Big Four meeting 
yesterday afternoon. 

The President and the mar- 
shal were occupation com- 
manders together in Germany 
after World War II and Gen. 
Eisenhower visited Zhukov in 
Moscow then. Last winter, after 
Zhukov became Soviet defense 
minister, they exchanged private 
letters. 

At a recent Washington news 
conference the President said 
‘that if he could get together 
with Zhukov, he felt some good 
might come of it.

Williams of Delaware of “assas- 
sinating” Young’s character. Wil- 
liams angrily denied the charge. 

The flareup came during Sen- 
ate debate on a pill granting a 
two-year extension of the De- 
fense Production Act, which au- 
thorizes the Government to 
stockpile strategic materials. 

Young’s activities as deputy 
head of the stockpiling program 
during the Korean war have 
been under fire from Comptrol- 
ler General Joseph Campbell, 
head of the General Accounting 
Office. 

Capehart Attack. 

By placing a GAO report on 
Young in the Congressional Rec- 
ord befere the joint Senate- 
House Committee on Defense 
Production had a chance to hear 
Young’s side of the story, Cape- 
hart said, Williams violated 
“some rules among men.” 

“There is nothing in the rules 
of the Senate,” Capehart said, 
“but a Senator does not rise on 
the floor and deliver an address 
on a subject when a committee 
is considering the matter in ex- 
ecutive session.” He was fefer- 
ring to Williams’s statement that 
GAO reports declared Young's 
work ir the now defunct De- 
fense Materials Procurement 
Agency indicated a “conflict of 
interests.” 

Williams should not have con- 
demned Young without giving 
him a hearing or at least put- 
ting his (Young's) side of the 
story in the record, Capehart 
said. He recalled the Senate 
censure of Senator Joseph R. 
McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, 
“for doing that sort of thing.” 

Williams, who has the reputa- 
tion in the Senate of being a 
“lone wolf” investigator, said 
no one would tell him when to 
or when not to make a speech. 
He added that his remarks on 
the floor put into the record a 
history of certain contracts as 
they were reported by the Comp- 
troller General. ; 

Not His Charges. 

“T did not make any charges 
against Mr. Young,” 
said, 
and history of the case would 
constitute a charge. If the 
Senator from Indiana states that 
was a smear on Mr. Young, I 
say the only reason it would 
smear him would be because the 
facts are dirty.” 

Young, president of American 
Zinc, Lead & Smelting Co. of 
St. Louis, was deputy DMPA ad- 
ministrator from 1951 to 1953, 
while continuing to head the 
private firm, from which he re- 
ceived his regular salary. 

Campbell has charged that 
Young influenced the granting 
of Government contracts. to 
three small mining firms with 
which Young’s St. Louis com- 


- pany had various dealings. The 


Government lost between $350,- 
000 and $400,000 on the con- 
tracts when the mining outfits 
failed to produce substantial 
amounts of zinc. 

GAO Charge Withdrawn. 

Capehart said the GAO had 
withdrawn its charge that 
Young’s firm sold $60,000 worth 
of mining equipment to Mid- 
Continent Mining Corp. of West 
Plains, Mo.; one of the com- 
panies which had both a gov- 
erment contract and an agree- 
ment with the St. Louis smelting 
firm. 

“The General Accounting Of- 
fice had to admit that it was a 
mistake,” Capehart declared. 

“I shall place in the record, 
before the session is concluded, 
other instances in which Mr. 
Campbell and his boys, in con- 
demning Mr. Young, were abso- 
lutely wrong in their facts. It 
was proved that they were 
wrong.” 

Williams said he talked with 
Campbell Monday night and the

Earlier, Capehart, a member 
of the joint committee, defend- 
ed Young’s actions as an unpaid 
federal official in exchanges 
with two Democratic Senators, 
Wayne Morse of Oregon and J.

Capehart offered an amend- 
ment to the Defense Production 
Act permitting the Administra- 
tion to continue to use business 
men without compensation in 
high defense mobilization posts.

Capehart’s amendment would 
permit “W.O.C.s” and “dollar-a- 
year’ men to continue to serve 
the Government in administra- 
tive and policy-making jobs. 

However, it provides that such 
appointees “shall, when policy 
matters are involved, be limited 
to advising appropriate, full- 
time, salaried, Government offi- 
cials who are responsible for 
making policy decisions.” 

By a roll call vote of 46 to 45, 
the Senate struck out a section 
|of the extension bill barring 
|“W.0.C.s” from top Government 
posts and replaced it with the 
Capehart amendment. 

The section eliminated had 
been submitted earlier by Morse 
in the form of an amendment 
limiting unpaid Government of- 
ficials to consultant or advisory 
status. 

Williams was the only Repub- 
lican to vote against the Cape- 
hart substitute. Virginia’s Sen- 
ators Harry F. Byrd and A. Wil- 
lis Robertson were the only 
Democrats voting for it. 

Provisions of Bill. 

The extension bill provides for 
continued authority to stockpile 
materials which would be vital 
in event of a war or national 
‘emergency and for new authority 
to stickpile items such as tur- 
bines and gears which take a 
long time to manufactyre. Also 
provided are federal funds to 
encourage development of sub- 
stitutes for critical materials. 

Referring to the accounting 
office’s report on Young, Cape- 
hart said: 

“IT suggest that what we ought 
to do, if Mr. Campbell’s depart- 
ment is to be not better from 
now on than it was in the Young 
case, is to investigate Mr. Camp- 
bell and his department and 
those making up the records for 
him in the case of the General 
Accounting Office against Young.

Electronic Vote Machine Saving 


$750,000 on Installation Shown 


New Type Device Could Cut Election Costs 
$135,000 Annually in St. Louis 
Manufacturers Say. 


A new type of electronic vot- 
ing machine, which its manu- 
facturers claim is more economi- 
cal than. other ballot-tabulating 
devices, was demonstrated yes- 
terday to the St. Louis Board 
of Election Commissioners. 

The board. was told installa- 
tion of the electronic machines 
throughout St. Louis would cost 
a total of $750,000 less than the 
mechanical types, and would 
save $135,000 annually in elec- 
tion costs. 

The demonstration, given by 
Keith & Feraud Inc., Ventura, 
Calif., was the first in a series 
scheduled before the board. In 
the bond issue election May 26, 
St. Louisans authorized expendi- 
ture of $2,100,000 for purchase 
of voting machines. 

Each Machine Costs $16,000. 

John N. Valianos, president 
of the California concern, said 
84 of the electronic machines, 
costing $16,000 each for a total 
expenditure of $1,344,000, would 
handle election requirements of 
St. Louis for years to come. 

The St. Louis bond issue allo- 
cation was based on the assump- 
tion that 1150 voting machines, 
manufactured by Automatic Vot- 
ing Machine Co. of Jamestown, 
N.Y., or Shoup Voting Machine 
Co., Canton, O., would be pur- 
chased. Such machines would 
cost between $1600 and $1700 
each. 

With the electronic device, 
Valianos explained, voters mark 
their ballots by filling in squares 
with a special pencil. Voters 
then feed their own ballots into 
the machine, which records them 


and keeps a’ cumulative total, 
while automatically storing the 
marked ballots. 


Capacity of Machine. 

“One ballot per sécond, 2000 
an hour, can be fed into this 
machine,” the Californiarf de- 
clared. He said his machine's 
speed, comparing with a capacity 
of about 350 voters a day for 
mechanical devices, made pos- 
sible a number of economies. 

Valianos proposed that the 
city’s 782 precincts be con- 
solidated to form 84 polling 
places, each having one elec- 
tronic machine. He said the dis- 
tricts could be situated at public 
schools, which would be asked 
to set aside 100 square feet of 
space for storage of the machine 
and other election purposes. 

Instead of hiring about 4700 
election workers’ every time 
voters went to the polls, St. 
Louis would need only 1860 
such workers, it was estimated. 

The electBonic machines are 
smaller and lighter than me- 
chanical devices, Valianos point- 
ed out. Working parts are 
locked or sealed, and the ma- 
chine has an “automatic chal- 
lenging device” that detects and 
throws out any part of a ballot 
that has been mismarked. 

Valianos told the board his 
device had been approved re- 
cently by the California legis- 
lature. He said “tentative 
orders” for a total of 100 ma- 
chines had been received from 
seven California counties, which 
planned to use them for the 
first time next year.

party. Deadline for return of 
the ballots is Aug. 8. 


ROCKET LAUNCHER CONTRACT 
DEFENBED DESPITE DELAY 


WASHINGTON, Ji July 20 (AP) 
—Air Force officials testified 
today they are “satisfied but un- 
happy” with an urgent contract 
for rocket launchers on which 
a California company is months 
behind. 

Brig. Gen. C. H. Mitchell and 
John C, Powell of Wright Field 
Air Development Center, Day- 
ton, O., both defended before a 
House Armed Services subcom- 
mittee the disputed order for 
(100,000 launchers, despite 
charges they are over-priced and 
inferior. 

The subcommittee is investi- 


gating details of a negotiated 
$3,000,000 contract given last 
| October to Century Industries, 
Ine., for a new type launcher 
‘the company developed. The 
papier mache launchers are de- 
signed to fire seven rockets from 
fighter-bombers, then be jetti- 
soned. Testimony showed the 
company has delivered fewer 
than 25,000 units, although the 
“urgent” contract was _ sched- 
uled to have been fulfilled in 
March. 


CONGRESS TO INVESTIGATE 
STEEL AND AUTO PRICES 


WASHINGTON, July 20 (AP) 
—-Senator Douglas (Dem.), IIli- 
nois, said yesterday he had asked 
a subcommittee of the Senate- 
House Economic Committee to 
lcok into the question whether 
recent wage increases won by 
automobile and steel workers 
justify price increases. 

Bouglas, chairman of the joint 


committee, said he hay referred 


the matter to a subcommittee on 
economic stabilization for study 
and “appropriate hearings.” Rep. 
Patman (Dem.), Texas, is chair- 
man of the subcommittee. 

Walter Reuther, president of 
the CIO United Auto Workers 
Union,. wrote to Douglas last 
week-end urging an investiga- 
tion of announced or contem- 
plated price increases. He called 
them unjustified, saying both 
the steel and auto industries 
could pay for the contract con- 
cessions to workers out of prof- 
its.

NEW DELHI, July 20. 


N A SERIES of confidential meetings with his principal col- 
laborators here, Prime Minister Nehru has given his off-the- 
record impressions of his recent visit to Russia. Some of these 


impressions are now leaking out. 

Nehru apparently has a firm impression that there has been 
a real change in the Russian attitude, which gives a greater chance 
than before for a peaceful international settlement. 


Nehru has often said that 
thermonuclear war could only 
mean mutual destruction. He 
has returned from Russia con- 
vinced that the leaders of the 
Kremlin are equally conscious 
Sf this fact. The Russian lead- 
@rs now realize, Nehru is ‘un- 
Jerstood to have told his cab- 
Bnet, that if nuclear war means 
@estruction of the capitalist 
world, it also mean annihilation 
ef theirs. 

Evidence of Change. 

It°is this Russian understand- 
Ying of the meaning of an atomic 
war which makes Nehru so sure 

a real change in the Soviet 
attitude. He agrees with Mar- 
shal Josip (Tito) Broz of Yugo- 
slavia that the Austrian state 
treaty, the Soviet leaders’s visit 
to Yugoslavia and the Soviet 
disarmament proposals are evi- 
dence of this change. 

According te the Indian pre- 
mier, some sort of peaceful co- 
existehce is the only alternative 
So nuclear war. He admitted to 
his aids that difficulties, created 
by. fear and suspicion, still re- 
main. He did not say that the 
suspicions were unjustified. 


By signing the Nehru-Bul- 
ganin declaration, the Soviet 
leaders have indorsed — in 
Nehru’s view—the principles of 
coexistence and  non-interfer- 
ence. Nehru says he told the 
Soviet leaders that coexistence 
should not merely mean armed 
peace between two power blocs. 

' Discusses Small Nations. 

While discussing ideological 
non-interference with the Soviet 
leaders, Nehru mentioned the 
fears and suspicions of the small- 
ee nations, especially as regards 
the activities of the Cominform. 
'He reportedly told the Rus- 
sians, in so many words, that he 
considered the functioning of 
the Cominform in other coun- 
tries to be interference in their 
internal affairs. 

Nehru thinks that by accept- 
ing the “five priciples,” which 
involye non-interference, the 
Soviet leaders rejected—though 
not in so many words—the in- 
strument of international Com- 
munism. They gave Nehru to 
understand that the functioning 
of the Cominform would be 
strictly limited, even if the or- 


ganization is not entirely elim- 
inated.

Adviser, Another Gets FCC Job 


Senator’s Former Staff Member Slated 
for Post in Which He Will Decide Who 
Gets Radio and TV Licenses.

ENATOR JOE McCARTHY recently suffered a 77-to-4 defeat 

in his ,efforts to hamstring and embarrass the President at 

the Big Four conference, but the friends and isms he trained 
and fostered are still prospering in the capital. 


McCarthy’s closest Congress- 
fonal friend, ex - Congressman 
Charles Kersten of Wisconsin, 
has just been appointed a White 
House aid at $50 a day. Kersten, 
a Republican, was defeated for 
re-election last fall in the wave 
of anti-McCarthyism that swept 
some parts of Wisconsin, and 
since then has been looking for 
a job. First he applied to the 
State Department, but got no- 
where. Now he has turned up 
as an adviser to the White House 
on. the direct staff of Nelson 
Rockefeller, in charge of psycho- 
logical warfare. 


Rise of Christian Rogers. 

Some time ago, when Christian 
Rogers, former aid to McCarthy, 
was appointed assistant to Chair- 
man McConnaughey of the FCC, 
it was hotly denied that Rogers 
would have any influence. Two 
friends of McCarthy are commis- 
sioners—Robert E. Lee, who 
helped mastermind McCarthy’s 
campaign against Senator 
Tydings of Maryland; and John 
Doerfer of Wisconsin, who had 
McCarthy’s support for FCC ap- 
pointment. On top of this, 
Rogers, who had been on Mc- 
Carthy’s staff, was appointed as- 


“sistant to the new chairman. 


Now, despite denials, Rogers is 
slated te ;fill ene of the key 
positions In the FCC, chief of 
the broadcast bureau. 


Thus McCarthy's old staff 
member will become the man 
who rules on what applicants will 
receive radio licenses and TV li- 
censes worth millions. It is the 
most important job in the FCC 
aside from being a member of 
the commission itself. 

Security Inquiry. 

The other day Wendell Barnes, 
a lar and perspiring gentle- 
man bs Tulsa, Okla., who is 
now head of the Small Busi- 
ness Administration, was being 
cross-examined the Senate 
“tyil. Service Committee, busy of 
gate delving into the so-called 
security risks, 

“What is the address of 
George V. McDavitt?” Barnes 
was ask 

“Do I have to answer?” The 
man from Oklahoma .looked al- 


most beseechingly at Senator 
Olin Johnston of South Caro- 
lina, who presided. 

“You were asked the ques- 
tion,” replied Chairman John- 
ston. 

Barnes reached into his hip 
pocket. His hand shook as he 
pulled out a notebook with the 
address of George McDavitt at 
2101 S street in Washington. 

McDavitt is the chief security 
officer of the Small Business 
Administration who, it was 
claimed, was firing civil service 
employes as security risks to 
make room for political friends. 
His address was the building 
owned by the American Fascist 
and anti-Semite, Allen Zoll. 

Zoll is founder of the Ameri- 
can Patriots, listed on the Attor- 
ney General's list of subversives 
as Fascist, and the fact that the 
security. officers charged with 
scrutinizing alleged security 
risks in the Small Business 
Administration appeared to be 
on good terms with Zoll dis- 
turbed the Senators.

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Bond Issue for the County 


The St. Louis county citizens’ bond issue com- 
mittee is screening a tentative new. bond pro- 
gram totaling more than $40,000,000. This ts 
a responsibility which the voters postponed. 

In February, 1954, county residents accepted 
three parts of a general improvement bond plan 
and .defeated three. They voted overwhelmingly 
for bonds to pay for hospital additions, ‘voting 
machines and sanitary landfills for rubbish dis- 
posal. They, also voted strongly in favor of new 
highways, government buildings and parks—but 
not by the necessary two thirds majorities. 

Highway expansion, for example, fell short by 
only 5315 votes. But that was enough to compel. 
the county to face the job all over again. For 
sooner or later St. Louis county has to bring its 
publie facilities up to its amazing growth. The 
county needs expressways more now than it did 
in 1954. That is also true of living space tor its 
government and recreation space for its people. 

The City of’ St. Louis finally caught up with 
its civie needs in approving a $110,639,000 bond 
issue, and its citizens’ committee has just ap- 
proved a $12,150,000 program as a start 

Conseauently the county's committee is con- 
sidering the very same items which were de- 


feated in 1954. And in spite of the growing cost 


of construction and of governmental facilities 
generally, the committee is trying to hold the 
price of tentative 1955 bond proposals down to 
the level of the three defeated 1954 proposals, 
as this comparison shows:

What the citizens’ committee contemplates is 
to trim funds for highway expansion, though not 


for the three major expressways, in order to 
allot more money for a civil courts and a chil- 
dren's building and for park sites. The commit- 


tee also is considering a $500,000 additional bond 


issue to add 300 voting machines to the 400 pro- 


vided with 1954 bond money. 

Presumably the committee will recommend 
Oct. 4 for the next county bond election. That 
date is none too soon. Argument over the Daniel 
Boone expressway route helped to defeat the 
1954 bond plan and the County Council is still 
arguing about it in 1955. Yet there is no evi- 
dence that objection to the route represents the 
majority view. Is the county willing to let nar- 
row but noisy opposition stand in the way of big 
new expressways which would be built chiefly 
with state and federal money? 

A bond issue election in October ought to set- 
tle the expressway argument once and for all 
and finance county progress for years to come. 
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Question About Director Hughes 

Looking back on the Dixon-Yates fiasco, one 
of the most remarkable things about it was the 
role played by Budget Director Rowland Hughes. 

Mr. Hughes was in the middle of all the ne- 
gotiations hetween the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, the Budget Bureau, Messrs. Dixon and 
Yates, and Adolphe Wenzell. 

Yet Mr. Hughes, when cafied upon by Pres- 
ident Eisenhower last August to give the public 
full details on the contract, published a chronol- 
ogy which studiously omitted any reference to 
Mr. Wenzell. 

Mr. Hughes knew that Mr. Wenzell had been 
brought into the Government in 1953 to make 
a study of TVA and plan alternatives to its 
expansion. He knew that Mr. Wenzell had been 
brought back into the Government in 1954 to 
help arrange the Dixon-Yates contract Yet 
Mr. Hughes allowed President Eisenhower to 
make the public statement, at a news confer- 
ence, that Mr. Wenzell “was never called in or 


asked a single thing about the Dixon-Yates 
contract.” Only one inference is possible: that 
Mr. Hughes misinformed the President. 


Budget Director Rowland Hughes, in short, 
appears to have been convicted of misleading 
both the public and the. President about Mr. 
Wenzell’s dual connection with the contract. 

How much confidence can the President or the 
public henceforth place in Rowland Hughes as 
Budget Director?

Highways Rather Than Schools 

The President himself said two and a half years 
ago that our schools need ‘“‘prompt and effective 
help.” Yet so far he has done little to obtain 
adoption of even inadequate appropriations. Thus 
Mr. Eisenhower exposed himself to former Gov. 
Adlai E. Stevenson's criticisms at the National 
Education Association convention. 

The 1952 Democratic candidate said that Ad- 
ministration-backed bills, if adopted, would pro- 
vide $45 for roads for every $1 for schools. This 
ratio, he went on, does not represent “the prior- 
ity of values of the American people.’ And 
despite our almost fanatical devotion to the 
automobile, he is right. 

The school situation has not improved since 
the President first talked about it. The nation 
now needs around 250,000 new classrooms and 
at least 180,000 more teachers. But presidential 
recommendations, says Mr. Stevenson, would 
provide only 33 cents where $35 are needed. 

The President's No. 1 recommendation was for 
a White House Conference to “study” these 
needs. That is still on the schedule for this fall 
even though school authorities have been saying 
right along that it can be only a stall. They have 
long been aware of needs—and in detail. 

But when they do get to Washington they may 
point out how many youngsters lost years of 
schooling while politicians “studied.”

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Tax Write-Offs as Balancers 
Secretary of the Treasury Humphrey presents 
a strong case for ending fast tax write-offs. 
Under this program, initiated during the Korean 
war to stimulate defense plant construction, cor- 
porations have been able to write off the cost of 
new plants in five years instead of 20 or more if 
the plant was considered essential to defense. 
The need for the program is now past, says 
Secretary Humphrey, and it is costing the Treas- 
ury some $800,000,000 a year. So he urges a 
House Government Operations subcommittee to 
put it on a standby basis—to be revived, if ever, 
only on a limited scale and for defense purposes. 
Since a great many Congressmen have been 
suspicious of these tax write-offs as a form of 
favoritism to corporations, Mr. Humphrey for 
once will probably find his views popular. But 
it would be a good idea for Congress to consider 
also the views of some economists who long be- 
fore the Korean emergency proposed a policy of 
tax write-offs as a means of setting up a govern 
mental counter-balance to the business cycle. 
There is no question ‘that permitting rapid 
amortization does stimulate investment in new 
plant construction, and there are times when 
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that stimulus is just what the national economy

tion project and by new employment may well . 


offset the taxes lost by permitting the write-off.

A Change in Atomic Policy? 

Premier Bulganin’s announcement at Geneva 
that the Soviet Union is now ready to contribute 
nuclear material to an international atomic pool 
may mark an important change in Soviet policy. 

Ever since President Eisenhower proposed set- 
ting up such a pool in December 1953 the Rus- 
sians have been insisting that atomic weapons 
be banned first, and have avoided being pinned 
down on their willingness to participate. Now 
Premier Bulganin says the decision has been 
taken to contribute to the pool “as soon as an 
agreement on setting up this agency has been 
reached.” 

It may take some time, of course, for such an 
agreement to be reached. Yet hopes are rising. 
All nations with atomic knowledge and resources 
are preparing to participate in the U.W.-sponsored 
atoms-for- peace conference at Geneva three 
weeks hence, and U.N. observers who have seen 


- some of the papers in advance say the Russians 


appear to be giving real information for the first 
time. If the Big Four conference continues to 
improve the international atmosphere, solid 
progress in international atomic development 
could be one of the consequences. 

Whatever course the Soviets decide to take, it 
is to be hoped that the American policy will be 
one of pressing forward in this field with all 
possihle speed. Since the initiative came from 
our Government in the first place, any lagging 
on Washington's part would be especially disap 
pointing to our friends and allies. When such a 
man as Gordon Dean, former chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, can charge that the 
President's plan is not being implemented in 
the field of nuclear power technology, the need 
for prompt and tangible progress becomes evident. 
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Transit Chaos in Washington 

The long continuing transit tieup in Washing- 
ton is more than a local affair. Washington is 
the national capital. Transportation chaos there 
is a reflection on the entire country. 

It does not take long to state the situation. 
The Louis Wolfson interests (Mr. Wolfson is 
the financial operator who has been trying to 
gain control of Montgomery Ward) acquired 
control of Washington's Transit Co. According 
to The Washington Post, he proceeded “to dis- 
perse its reserves, curtail its services and liqui- 
date its assets in utter indifference to the effects 
that this sort of monumental avarice would have 
on the convenience of our citizens, the standing 
of our private enterprise system and the dignity 
of Congress.” Out of this came a strike of em- 
ployes seeking better working conditions. 

President Eisenhower and Senators Neely and 
Morse of the Senate District of Columbia Com- 
mittee have called for continued negotiations. 
To these requests the Wolfson management has 
turned a deaf ear. For the time being at least, 
the only solution seems to be Government opera- 
tion under authority of Congress. 

This is a botheration for Congress in the clos- 
ing weeks of its busy session. But Congress has 
not yet granted the District of Columbia home 
rule and since it has not, Congress must expect 
to continue to function now and then as a Board 
of Aldermen. The current deadloek is an argu- 
ment for the pending bill that would grant neces- 
sary authority to the District of Columbia to 
manage its own proper affairs.

“No person shall be clothed in any manner 
likely to offend against public decency,” reads 
the law, and that is where the law slipped up.

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Narrow View of Two Senators 

The two Democratic Senators from South Car- 
olina—Olin D; Johnston and Strom Thurmond— 
take a very narrow view of the qualifications of 
Solicitor General Simon E. Sobeloff for the Fed- 
eral Court of Appeals judgeship to which Mr.

But if it were other- 
wise, still his record should be judged in its to- 
tality. Surely the Senate will not make the 
mistake of opposing this exceptionally well-quali- 
fied judicial nominee. 

If Senators Johnston and Thurmond wish to 
make statements for home consumption in South 
Carolina, that is their business and privilege. 
Between now and the day of adjournment, the 
Senate should confirm the President's appoint- 
ment of Mr. Sobeloff to the federal bench.

We have never shared the opinion of 
the more ardent critics of the Dixon- 
Yates contract that this long-disputed 
project constituted “‘a national scandal,” 
something akin to Teapot Dome. No 
giveaway of public property was in- 
volved. 

It seemed to us from the start that the 
question of how to provide for the addi- 
tional power needed was a matter in 
which the initiative should have been 
taken by TVA itself and not—as events 
transpired—by the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, which was the customer requir- 
ing the additional power. In the second 
place, it has become increasingly evi- 
dent that the whole record of the dis- 
cussions that preceded the decision was 
not originally made public, as it should 
have been. And, finally, there is ground 
for believing that at least in some quar- 
ters the Dixon-Yates contract was in- 
tended to be a first step in dismantling 
TVA. Such a transformation would run 
counter to the long-established policy 
of Congress. 

For these reasons we welcome the 
action of the President in canceling the 
contract.

Finishes for Linoleum 

E are building up a large 
W ou: rather sad collection of 

letters from readers who 
have got into real trouble with 
linoleum flooring. Seems that 
their linoleum looked sort of 
dingy so they coated it with 
various and sundry products and 
now the linoleum looks even 
worse. Trouble is that trying 
to remove the coating is all but 
impossible as any solvent strong 
enough to soften it up will also 
soften up the linoleum. 

Now the recommended finish 
for linoleum is wax. If the lin- 
oleum is clean before the wax 
is applied and a good grade 
wax is used according to the 
directions. on the container, 
you'll end up with a nice look- 
ing floor that won't pick up 
dirt and lint, won't be slippery 
and will be nice and bright. In 
time, of course, the wax will be- 
come dirty and worn and then 
it can be removed easily and a 
fresh coat applied.

IF YOU USE SOME OTHER 
TYPE of coating on the lino- 
leum you are almost sure to run 
into trouble sooner or later un- 
less it can be removed easily 
when it begins to show signs of 


wear without damage to the 
linoleum. 
Any type of finish that is 


applied to a floor is sooner or 
later going to become worn. 
When this occurs, the old finish 
must be removed before a new 
finish can be applied. So before 
you buy a finish for linoleum 
other than wax, find out if and 
how it can be removed and 
whether or not the solvent used 
to remove it will harm the lino- 
leum. 

When linoleum becomes badly 
worn, it can be painted and as 
the paint wears down, additional 
coats can be applied. But re- 
member. once you've applied the 
paint, you'll never be able to get 
it off again. You'll have to 
keep on repainting when 
necessary,

Elements of Fanaticism

N A HEATED DISCUSSION, 
| the man who cannot argue 

always wants to bet. It is his 
way of withdrawing from the 
field of logic 
into the area of 
chance and dar- 
ing. This is not 
necessarily a 
sign of fanatic- 
ism, but it sug- 
* gests the first 
= . element in fan- 
aa > aticism, namely, 
* flight from ar- 
’gument, logic 
and objective 
standards of 
Fulton J. Sheen ¢ryth. 

Fanaticism is never primary 
either in a person or in a civil- 
ization; it is always preceded by 
a breakdown of reason. Any age 
which denies that there are ob- 
jective standards of right and 
wrong, or which says that “one 
view of the universe is just as 
good as another,” or that “right 
and wrong are relative to the 
observer” has already: given up 
the yardstick for measuring the 
cloth of truth, and is in danger 
of becoming a fanatic. 

The decline of logic and sound 
reason brings in its wake the 
second condition of fanaticism. 
When Truth, Goodness and Ab- 
solutes lost their value, it is 
only natural for fanaticism to 
center itself around certain per- 
sons who have the capacity to 
drag the non-thinking'§ after 
them. Fanaticism never centers 
on an idea as such; for example, 
no one becomes a fanatic about 
all the angles of a triangle being 
equal to two right angles; but 
he can become a fanatic about 
a mathematician who says they 
may equal three right angles in 
the stars. 


- * - 

AT FIRST SIGHT, it would 
seem that the fanatics of Com- 
munism love its dialectical phil- 
osophy as such, just as the 
fanatics of Nazism and Fascism 


loved the race philosophy and 
nationalist philosophy ‘of each 
system. But it must be noted 


that when Hitler, who was the 
symbol of Nazism, and Mussolini, 
who was the symbol of Fascism, 
disappeared, so did the fanatics 
of the two systems, except for 


isolated islands of insanity here 
and there. 

Communism had its appeal 
under Lenin; it had its appeal 
later under Stalin, and presently 
the locum tenens of both, 
whoever he may be. The leader 
keeps the fanatics together. Any 
fanaticism against Jews or 
Christians, however abstract it 
may be expressed, is basically 
directed against the persons of 
Jews or the persons of Chris- 
tians. 

The third basic attribute of 
fanaticism is that the soil in 
which it grows is the masses. 
There is a world of difference 


between the masses and the peo- | 


ple. 


ple,” not “We the masses.” The 
people ~are persons, each with 
his own jndividuality, each 
guided by his own conscience 
and determined by some well- 
defined objectives. The masses 
are the people without con- 
sciences; they are people who 
become like individual nuts and 
bolts without reason or self- 
determination. All their actions 
are determined by equally irra- 
tional forces outside of them.

The ‘Truth’ as Communists See It 


_ Canadian Flyer After 465 Days in Solitary Gives In, ‘Confesses’ He Flew Over China 


Fourth installment of Cana- 


dian Air Force Squadron 
Leader A. R. MacKenzie’s 
dramatic account of the treat- 
ment he endured during the 
two years he was a prisoner 
of the Chinese Communists. 


HEN I learned through my 
W éetiow prisoners about the 

war’s end, I really began 
to worry. There had been no 
interrogation for several weeks. 
But the Chinese Reds stepped 
up my reading schedule to two 
books a day. My companions, I 
discovered were on the same in- 
tellectual routine. 

They called this our study 
program. The books were a 
curious mixture—‘“Vanity Fair,” 
by Thackeray; “Storm,” by Ilya 
Ehrenberg, the Soviet novelist 
and newspaper man, and Dick- 
ens’s “Pickwick Papers.” I 
can’t remember many of the 
titles, but I went through 125 
books and tracts and novels. 

It was now early August and 
I was beginning to get more 
and more fidgety. One day I 
said to the interpreter, “I know 
the war is over and demand to 
be returned home.” 

He replied, “What makes you 
think the war is over? You are 
letting your imagination run 
away with you. The blood is 
still flowing on the mountains 
of Korea. Don’t you think if 
the war was over we would tell 
you?” 

This went on for two months. 
My problem was to let the Chi- 
nese know I knew the war was 
over. without informing them I 
had contacted the other prison- 
ers, Who had been told the con- 
flict was ended. 

Hal (American Air Force Lt. 
Harold E. Fischer) felt I was 
going to be released before the 
others, and urged me to mem- 
orize the addresses of the other 
boys so I could get in touch 
with their families. 

(Besides Fischer, of Swea 
City, Ia., two other Americans 
were imprisoned in this jail: 
Lt. Roland (Ron) Parks, of 
Omaha, Nebr., and Lt. Lyle W. 
Cameron, of Lincoln, Nebr. Like 
MacKenzie, all three airmen 
were downed and captured dur- 
ing the Korean war. .They and 
a fourth American flyer were 
finally released by the Reds last 
May 31.) 

Another time, I reasoned that 
the Chinese did not know my 
companions knew of my exist- 
ence and would feel quite safe 
if they so wished to put me out 
of business. Then I was thrown 
back to the despairing mental 
State I had been in before the 
boys arrived. 

I wanted permission from the 
Americans to reveal to my cap- 
tors that they had told me the 
war was over. This might fi- 
nally force the hand of my cap- 
tors. I was afraid to write them 
a note on this because I got the 
feeling the guards were wise to 
our method of communication. 
So for two days, off and on, I 
shouted at the guards, obliquely 
asking the boys if I could reveal 
the fact that we were in contact. 
On the second day, I heard what 
I thought were shouts of ap- 
proval, 

On Oct. 1, the Chinese holi- 
day which marks, the forming of 
the People’s Revolutionary Gov- 
ernment after the ousting of 
Chiang Kai-shek, I wrote a two- 
page note to the commanding 
officer explaining in detail the 
contact that I had with the other 
prisoners and demanding my re- 
patriation. 

All during the interrogations, 
the Chinese kept insisting that 
they always told the truth. As 
I handed the note to the inter- 
preter, I said: “This is an ex- 
ample of the truth you have 
been telling me for the last two 
months. I have known all along 
that the war is over and now [| 
again for the hundredth time 
demand my repatriation.” 

The interpreter appeared sur- 
prised. But he merely said: “It 
is only for your own good that 
we did not tell you so that you 
would not worry about it.” 

He promised to show the note 
to his superior officer and left. 
On Oct. 6, I was handed a bun- 
dle of new winter clothing. This 
ominous move did not help my 
spirits very much. The next day 
I was moved back to my previ- 
ous small cell. On Oct. 13, I 
was taken before an interrogator 
and two interpreters. From his 
dress, the interrogater appeared 
to be a very high-ranking officer. 

He tried to get me to admit 
that I had been flying over 
China when I was shot down, 
and that I had been briefed to 
fly over China, which was sup- 
posed to be neutral in the Ko- 
rean war. 

My admission that I had been 
directed to attack the Chinese 
could be used as propaganda 


against the United Nations. 

“We know that you flew over 
China,” the officer said, “We 
have absolute proof of this. We 
also know that you would not 
do this of your own free will, 
that you have been used as a 
tool of the American imperial- 
ists, that you were instructed or 
ordered to fly into our sacred 
air, that you were shot down, in 
China, and that the sooner you 
realize that you must confess to 
this truth, the better it will be 
for you.” 

For the first time I really 
lost my head. Banging my fist 
into the open palm of my hand, 
I shouted: 

“I never did fly over China. 
I was never instructed to fly 
over China. I was not shot down 
over China and -’ou know that. 
I came to China in a jeep, hand- 
cuffed and covered over with 
a tarpaulin, and I demand my 
release..’ 

He said: “You are very stub- 
born, you are a liar, but we 
have time and we will convince 
you that the truth is the only 
way out. That is all I have to 
say to you; now return to your 
cell, and think about it.” 


* * * 

WO days later I was inter- 
T rogated by the prison com- 

manding officer, a rather 
pleasant Chinese who always had 
treated me courteously. “Our 
superior officer is extremely in- 
terested in your case, and wished 
me to ask you what you have 
decided to do,” he said. 

I replied that I had a great 
respect for the truth and that 
if their truth differed from my 
truth, that vas unfortunate, but 
I would stick to the truth as I 
knew it. 

“I don’t know,” I said, “wheth- 
er others have flown over China 
or not, but I know that I did not, 
and I know that I was not in- 
structed to do so, and you know 
that I was shot down and picked 
up in North Korea. I have giv- 
en you my story many times be- 
fore, and if you want to I will 
give you a signed statement to 
that effect.” 

He said: “All right, if that is 
the truth, write it for us.” 

I returned to my cell. I had 
three sheets of paper left over 
from previous’ interrogations, 
and I proceeded to write my 
story as it had actually hap- 
pened, carefully phrasing it so 
that it could not be made to ap- 
pear as though I had committed 
any violation of international 
law. In about an hour the inter- 
preter appeared with about 30 
pages of paper for me to write 
on. I told him there was no need 
for the paper; I had finished the 
statement. 

I handed it to him. He read 
it, said that it was much too 
brief, but that he would discuss 
it with his commanding officer 
and let me know. He was gone 
about 10 minutes, and returned 
saying that I should give him 
more details. This made me sus- 
picious. I became angry and 
told the interpreter that he 
could take this or nothing and 
ripped my three sheets into 
small pieces and threw them on 
the floor. 

He called me a fool and said 
that I would regret my actions, 
and walked out. Nothing hap- 
pened for three days. I was 
moved into my big cell again. I

found to my surprise they had 
repaired the stove in my ab- 
sence. It looked like a long, 
cold winter. 

I was now out of touch with 
my three former companions and 
decided to try and find out 
where they were. I found 
through checking on the nightly 
parades to the latrine that two 
were together in the end cell 
and that one, Fischer, was now 
across the hall in a little solitary 
cell. Communication was impos- 
sible. It was about the end of 
October. Even the _ friendly 
guard refused to carry any notes 
between us. 

The interpreter came daily to 
brief me on the conditions of 
the truce. As I understood it, 
there was an initial period of 60 
days for the transfer of prison- 
ers, 30 days for politically un- 
decided prisoners to make up 
their minds, and an additional 
30 days for final clearing up. 
Thus I felt I still had hopes of 
falling into the last category, 
and I continually pumped the 
interpreter to find out which 
category I came under. 

His only reply was: “Your case 
is different.” 

One day the interpreter gave 
me a little lesson in Communist 
dialectics. He explained that 
truth is partisan, and that what 
helps the people is the truth. 
In other words, even if I had 
not been shot down over China 
and said I had been, this would 
be the truth because it would 
help the people propaganda- 
wise. 

For a month, with an Iinter- 
preter, I studied the armistice 
agreement. He would bring in 
interpretations from _ various 
magazines—People’s China most- 
ly—and go over them with me. 
When I interpreted these as cov- 
ering my case and providing for 
my repatriation, he would inter- 
pret them another way. 

His argument would come 
back over and over again to the 
point that I was shot down over 
China and consequently came 
into a category not covered by 
the agreement. Then, for a 
month, I was left comparatively 
alone. The interpreters would 
come in _ casually chat. They 
wanted me to admit I had been 
shot down over China—which 
was untrue. They pointed out 
that the only way to help my 
cause was to see their truth. 

“If you tell the imperialistic 
truth, you hurt the people,” said 
the interpreter who lectured me 
on the Communist view of 
“truth.” This baffled me. Despite 
all my reading, I had never quite 
grasped this aspect of Commu- 
nist double-talk. 

“But if you tell our truth,” he 
went on, “that is the people’s 
truth, you serve the people, and 
nothing is a greater honor than 
to serve mankind.” 

He left me then, saying, “Think 
about this.” 

Suddenly, they cut off my 
reading supply. Christmas of 
1953 had come and gone and I 
found myself toward the end of 
January still in solitary. Emo- 
tionally I was beginning to de- 
teriorate. I began to realize now 
what the Chinese ‘meant by 
*“‘Mayo Banfa’’—there is no way 
out. But I was prepared to spend 
more time hoping that somchow 
I would muddle through to 
freedom. February arrived. So 
far as I could learn, my Govern- 
ment still had not been told of- 
ficially that I was alive and a 
prisoner. Then one day the in- 
terpreter said: 

“We have tolerated you long 
enough. If you don’t understand 
by this time what we want, we 
have ways and means of making 
you realize these things.”

EXPERIENCED the first feel- 
| ine that they were prepared 

to take some physical steps to 
make me talk. I knew at this 
point that I could not stand any 
more prolonged periods of being 
forced to sit on my bed and I 
also knew that in reserve they 
held the chains. They had im- 
plied that if I thought being 
held in chains was bad, there 
were other things a lot worse. 

Next day I was ordered back 
to sitting on the edge of the 
bed. I now weighed 130 pounds, 
down from 200. My loss in 
weight, in all fairness, was not 
due to lack of food. I knew the 
Chinese were fussy about the 
physical condition of. their 
prisoners and I had secretly be- 
gun a slow starvation diet to try 
and force their hand in getting 
me out of solitary. 

As a result I was in no con- 
dition, physically or mentally, 
to face any renewed bed-sitting 
punishment. But I determined 
to try. I took it for three days 
before I made my decision to 
send a note of surrender. I had

been in solitary confinement for 


about 465 days. In civilian pris- 
ons in our country, I believe soli- 
tary confinement of 21 days is 
the maximum and is considered 
unusually harsh punishment. My 
decision was not easily made. 
The war had been over about 
seven months, and a man miss- 
ing for six months and not re- 
ported as a prisoner of war is 
presumed dead. The more I 
thought about it, the more de- 
spondent I became, and my 
weakened condition was no help. 
I brooded night and day, trying 
to hit on a solution. There 


‘seemed to be no way out.

FELT frustrated, defeated and 
| neipiess, as though I wereina 

fight with my arms held, and I 
was not allowed to fight back 
while someone beat me to the 
ground. There seemed to be a 
continual feeling of oppression 
hanging over me, pressing down 
on my chest like a heavy weight. 
Try as I might, I could not push 
it off. It finally reached the 
point where I had to burst my 
bonds or suffocate. 

I handed my note to the guard. 
I said: 

“Come and see me. I will give 
you what you want.” 

I threw myself full length on 
the bed and sobbed. The emo- 
tional release is difficult to de- 
scribe. The interpreter reached 
my cell within minutes. He 
shook my hand and said: “I am 
pleased that at last you have 
décided to tell the truth.” 

He went out and came back 
with a large supply of paper and 
a fountain pen. 1 said: “OK, now 
what do you want?” 

He said: “Give us a brief 
resume of your first four mis- 
sions and then starting with the 
briefing on the fifth mission (my

last), give us this in detail.” 

I wrote 28 pages, including 
the three points that they had 
demanded: 

1. That I was briefed to fly 
over China. 

2. That I was shot down over 
China.

OR the next month, with the 
F interpreter. this statement 

was hashed and _ rehashed. 
Every so often he would confer 
with his superior and bring the 
statement back, scored with red 
pencil, along with suggested 
amendments. For example, in 
my original statement I said that 
I had penetrated only 10 miles 
into China. They wanted me to 
say I had been instructed to fly 
and had flown 25 miles into 
China. Possibly they wanted this 
not only to indicate that my 
crossing the Chinese border was 
no accident, but also to tie in 
with whatever they may have re- 
ceived from other prisoners. 

He would say to me: 

“I see here that you only 
flew 10 miles into China, Let 
us discuss this point. It is a long 
time since you did this niission. 
Is it possible that you have for- 
gotten the distance? We have 
information that it was further 
than 10 miles. Try and recollect 
how long it took you to cross 
the Yalu flying north, figure 
how fast you were going and in 
that way I am sure you will find 
that you must have gone farther 
than 10 miles in, because as you 
know, you cover a great dis- 
tance in a short time in your 
type of airplane.” 

I knew that my figure must 


be increased but now I had to 
know to what extent. So 1 said: 
“Maybe I’m wrong. It could 


have been 15 miles.” 

He said: “It is still possible 
that you are in error. Think 
about it again.” 

So I took a piece of paper, 
went through a show of calcula- 
tions, and finally said: “Maybe 
it was 25 miles. How does that 
fit in with your information?” 

He seemed satisfied. Then he 
came to the question of where 
I was actually shot down. We 
finally settled on a pwoint five 
miles west, and two miles north 
of the Suihoo Reservoir. Every 
now and then he _ interrupted 
our discussions and interjected 
blandly: “Now don't forget, we 
don't want you to lie to us. We 
just want you to tell us the 
truth,” 

It was like a crazy word game. 


So far as I was concerned, L - 


knew I was lying, and I knew he 
knew I was lying. Yet in some 
fantastic way he was convinced 
that these lies were the truth, 
because as he had said so many 
times before: “Truth is a com- 
parative thing and if it helps 
the people it is truth.”

That, however, was more easi- 
ly said than done. There were 
many different ways of attack- , 
ing the clubs. One way was to 
cash the ace and lead toward 
the queen, in the hope that East 
had the king. 

Another wavy was to lead low 
from the South hand and put in 
the ten. This would work if (a) 
East had to win with the king 
or (b) even if East took the trick 
with the jack, provided that he 
also had the club king; he would 
be end-plavyed. 

Still a third method was to 
play East for the jack and West 
for the king. To exploit this 
possibility, South could simply 
lead a low club from either 
hand, ducking in the other. If 
West won, he would have to lead 
from the club king: if East, he 
would have to lead from the 
jack, and South would duck 
again, trapping West's king. This 
same play would succeed if West 
had both honors — the actual 
situation. 

As a matter of percentage, 
South certainly should have se- 
lected cither the lead to the ten 
or the first-round ducking tech- 
nique, but he took the worst 
charee, cashing the ace and 
leading to the queen. Obviously, 
the contract could not survive 
that indiscretion.

The Long Lost Relative From Italy 


-Muny Opera Dancer Raimonda Orselli ‘Discovered’ by Texas Kin

girl, poor thing, who never 

knows where her next rela- 
tive is coming from. Of course, 
she’s been giving her kin op- 
portunities garole to stand up 
and bec ounted. So quite natur- 
ally, they are accepting the 
challenge and stepping up by 
the baker's dozen. 

However, in all fairness Miss 
Orselli, a native of Florence, 
Italy, who is making her Mu- 
nicipal Opera debut here this 
week in the Rodgers-Hammer- 
stein concert, has to credit an 
assist to her grandmother, Mollie 
Sykes, a woman who had a big 
hand in starting it all "way back 
in 1888. 

That was the year Mollie bade 
farewell to her family in Weath- 
erford, Tex., and went off to 
study art in Italy. She became 
the wife of a Florentine art 
dealer, Luigi Orselli, and had 
one child, Raimondo, Who mar- 
ried a woman of English and 
Czech descent. The young Orsel- 
lis also had one child, whom 
they named Raimonda. All of 
which explains why an Italian- 
born ballerina with English and 
Czech lineage should find the 
roots of her genealogical tree 
firmly imbedded in the land of 
Texas. 

Raimonda stumbled upon this 
discovery while with a “South 
Pacific” troupe that played the 
Auditorium in Dallas late last 
month. She portrayed Bloody 
Mary’s daughter, Liat. Raimonda 
was good and can prove,it by 
the plaudits of critics and the 
enthusiastic handclasps and em- 
braces she received backstage 
from 13 assorted kinfolk who 
introduced themselves and wel- 
comed her as one of their own 
after word got around that a 
long-lost relation had been 
found. This merry roundup of 
great-aunts, aunts, uncles and 
cousins was the result of a news- 
paper article that mentioned 
Raimonda’s Texan heritage and 
Grandmother Sykes. It certainly 
carried a potent punch, Miss 
Orselli admits. 

First a second cousin and his 
family did their best to “Texan- 
ize” this long lost daughter of

to that time still had been unac- 
counted for. If this sounds like 
an awful lot of kinfolk, it is; but 
the fact that Mollie Sykes was 
one of 16 children might help 
illuminate the situation. 

This full-scale indoctrination 
had some effect, 

“Why, I even learned to say, 
‘You all’—on occasion,” the 
brown-haired Raimonda laughed. 

Pretty much of an independ- 
ent, it is not surprising that 
Raimonda ignored the fact that 
she had no theatrical tradition 
to follow in becoming an enter- 
tainer. She simply established 


a family precedent in a nation 
where many people even today 
consider the stage off limits for 
women. 


“Shocked neighbors would ask 
mother, ‘You Gon't intend to 
let your daughter go on the 
stage?’”’ Raimonda recalls. But 
Mrs. Orselli lacked any misgiv- 
ings and her young daughter 
bowed in as ballerina at the 
Florence Opera House. 


“IT was different,” is the way 
Raimonda explains it.

Consider her TV debut, 
when she sang, danced and acted 
on the inauguration of television 
in Milan in 1949—there was only 
one TV set in the city to pick 
up the telecast.

ISS ORSELLI still employs 
her diversified talents, al- 
though she describes her 
voice as a “squeaky soprano.” 
However, she offers no apology 
for either her dancing or dra- 
matics. In fact, her outstanding 
choreography and dancing in the 
Roman Theater of Verona pro- 
duction of “Much Ado About 
Nothing” led to a similar role 
in the New York production of 
the Shakespearean work. 

After “Much Ado” Miss Orselll 
turned to television, making her 
American TV debut opposite 
Boris Karloff in “The Soul of 
the Great Bell.”

Miss Orselli, who has been 
living on her own since the age 
of 17, is still looking for new 
fields to conquer. “I'd love to 
marry an archeologist and dir 
up Mayan temples in Yucatan,” 
she says. However, with the way 
her luck has been running, 
Raimonda admits she would 
promably exhume nothing but 
long-lost relatives.
